H. Yoe, Professor of Chemistry 


at the University of Virginia, who 
‘was in Atlanta last week for three 
‘lectures on the Bikini atomic 
‘bomb tests which he witnessed. 


| Dr. Yoe, who was with the 
| chemical warfare service during 
'World War II, declared “highly 
toxic, perhaps even radio-active 
'gas warfare” is potentially the 
i'most dangerous modern weapon 
|'And he insisted it will do no good 
‘to regulate the use of the atomic 
bomb without adequately regulat- 
‘ing the other weapons. That, he 
commented, is a problem for the 
United Nations. 


“Frankly, so long as we have 
armies and navies, I don’t believe 
we can outlaw war,” Dr. Yoe con- 
‘tinued. “But if all nations simul- 
taneously agree to disband their 
‘navies and agree likewise not to 
build any more warships, theh we 
would make headway towards 
permanent world peace. 


vance toward a state of peace 
And if we do that with the navies 
of the world, then we could also 
make headway in disbanding the 
armies of the world. ,; This. of 
course, is the statement of an 
ideal, but it could come to pass.” 

Dr. Yoe commented that the po 
tential peacetime uses for atomic 
energy are more important than 
those proved in war. 

“IT think it’s now time that we 
tell the people what some of those 
peacetime uses are,” he continued 
“Already, our scientists have

No Traffic Deaths 
Mar January Record 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 

For the first time since the automobile replaced the horse and 
buggy as Atlanta’s mode of transportation, the City has gone through 

the first 31 days of a new year without a single traffic fatality. 
Traffic Chief G. Neal Ellis and 
Traffic Judge Luke Arnold hail 
the new record as partially the re- 
sult of their new program of more 
rigid enforcement of driving regu- 
lations, along with more stringent 
punishment for chronic | traffic 
law violators. And they also lay 
part of the credit to pure luck. 


Ellis and Arnold point out the 
record was achieved under the 
most trying driving conditions, 
since many January days were 
rainy and the nights foggy. They 
also point out the record was 
made while the Police Depart- 
ment’s Traffic Bureau still oper- 
atei largely on plans and prom- 
ises. 

Actually the Bureau has been 
increased by only 10 men instead 
of the 50 additional patrolmen:’ El- 
lis estimated two years ago would 
be necessary to cope with post- 
war traffic.

“I personally regret that 
the Soviet Commandant has taken 
this fight before the German peo- 
ple.” 

He said it was a deliberate vi- 
Olation of Allied Control Council 
Directive No. 40, which forbids 
any German paper to carry any 
article which would spread fric- 
tion or discord among the Allies.

& Steel institute estimates. The 
wartime low was 29.1 percent. 


DEMANDS JUMP 

Despite increase of sheet and 
strip facilities to a capacity 1,000.,- 
000 tons greater than 1941, demand 
jumped higher. 

This situation was made to or- 
der for ‘individuals dealing out- 
side usual channels. By methods 
sometimes devious they obtained 
steel or. priorities for early deliv- 
ery. At double or triple the mill 
price, they peddled their goods or 
promises to fabricators desperate 
for material. 

Although the percentage of all 
steel diverted into these channels 
was small, many of the individual 


deals were large—as much as 5,000 


tons at a time. Greedy sellers 
reached for huge profits. One 
“firm offer” to deliver 10,000 tons 
was reported with a price tag to- 
taling $900,000 more than legiti- 
mate dealers would charge. 

Where did the steel for such 
deals come from? Talk in the trade 
was that i» came from Government 
surpluses; from factory invento- 
ries unbalanced by a change in 
manufacturing plans which the 
period on which allocations were 
based; from reassignment of de- 
layed ‘export orders, or from small 
mills swapping part of their out- 
put for delivery of the all-impor- 
tant scrap on which their opera- 
tions depended. 


LEGITIMATE MILLS HIT 

Legitimate mills and warehouses 
could do little to halt the raids on 
supplies. They had no control over 
priorities. Nor did they feel they 
could question too closely the 
needs professed by their estab- 
lished customers. 

Figures assembled by the Steel 
Institute reveal no great  depar- 
tures from previous proportions in 
shipments to consuming  indus- 


itries. Of an estimated total of 39.- 
| 437,591 tons shipped in the first 10 


months of 1946, construction and 
contractors’ products absorbed 12.5 
percent, the automotive - industry 
received 11.4 percent, railway 
transportation 7.6 percent and ma- 
chinery producers 6.9 percent, 
while another 5.9 percent went 
into export channels. 

Here, according to one analyst 
of the industry, is what makes 
the “gray market” tick, how some 
of its customers can afford to pay 
the extortionate prices demanded: 

Example: a manufacturer pro- 
ducing washing machines (or any 
other metal article) finds that 
from his regular sources he can 
obtain enough steel for only 75 
percent of his working schedule. 
On such operations he would be 
“in the red,” but if he can raise 
the rate of production above 90 


percent, unit costs drop and he, 


makes a profit. 
PRICE BALANCING 


Along comes an offer to deliver | 
for a higher-than-listed price suf-| 
| ficient steel to enable him to lift 
‘his output into the profit range. 
The manufacturer balances the ex- 


cessive price (for a_ relatively 
small proportion ‘of his total steel 
consumption) against the profits 
he can expect from higher produc- 
tion, and the deal is made. 

Just as such dealers feed on in- 
adequate supplies, they will starve 
in the midst of plenty. And that 
jis what the industry believes is 
about to happen. 

Annual capacity of the mills for 
production of sheets and _ strips, 
where principal shortages have 
centered, is due to be increased 
by around 2,500,000 tons this year. 
One of the large projects is the 
$25,000,000 tin and sheet mill of 
S. Steel Corporation at San 
Francisco, expected to add capaci- 
| ty for 386,000 tons of hot-rolled 
coils which are used for output 


of either cold sheets or tinplate.

The State PMA official empha- 
sized not only the economy of 
chicken, In relation to some other 
meats, but stressed its nutritive 
values. 

“Not only is chicken flavorsome 
and wholesome,” Breedlove de-

MORALE PLAYS PART IN VICTIMS’ PROGRESS 


Tron Lung P 


By ELEANOR GRIESEMER 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 1—(A)—If 
you're traveling the long, hard 
road towards working your way 
out of an iron lung, you don’t 
travel fastest by traveling alone. 

That's the unanimous opinion 
of the eight iron lung infantile 
paralygis victims at children’s hos- 
pital school who make up the 
only respirator unit in the coun-

est,” Mrs. Everbertha Gibson, one 
- eof the patients, explains. “Some- 
how, after being here a few weeks 
you find you can do without 
the respirator for longer and long- 
er periods of time.” 

Mrs. Gibson was stricken with 

lio a year and a half ago in 
sce BE ol N. Y. When she 
came here last fall, shortly after 
the unit opened, she could stay 
out of the lung only a few hours 
at a time. Now she can stay out 
eight consecutive days. 

“Next time it will be nine days 
and then longer,” she said, “be- 
cause I don’t want to spend one 
minute more than necessary away 
from my two youngsters.” 

Dr. George E. Bennett, Direc- 
tor of the Hospital, explains it 
this way: 

“Morale plays an important 
part in rehabilitating respirator 
patients. As soon as they over- 
come their fear of being out of 
the iron lungs, they’ve made a 
first step toward re-educating 
their muscles and learning how to 
use accessory muscles so they can 
breathe ‘independently.’ ” 

This type of physiotherapy is a 
new approach to the : long-term 
respirator cases. The center is still 
in an early stage of development, 
but Bennett says “it ought to set 
a national pattern.” > 

The center was set up last Au- 
gust with a $25,000 grant from the 
Maryland Branch of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 
Since then, patients have come in 
mobile units by plane and over- 
land from as far as Florida. All 
have the same goal—to throw off 
the “crutch” which makes it al- 
most impossible for them to live 
at home. 

Diaphragm muscles of respira- 
tor cases are so paralyzed they 
cannot breath without artificial 
sid—unless they are taught to use 
the 15 thoracic (chest) muscles to 
help relieve the burden on the 
diaphragm, Bennett says. 

Victims of acute polio may be in 
respirators only a matter of weeks. 
Others, with more permanent dam- 
age, spend months in them, depend- 
ent on highly specialized mental 
and physical therapy to recover. 

Usually these patients are scat-

Speaking for myself, 
all I know is he’s not a bulldog. 

“When this fellow is standing 
broadside with head and tail up |!

About the only hope of really perma- 
nent relief seems to lie in Federal aid for 
education, for the provision of which sev- 
eral bills already have been introduced in 
the current session of Congress. 


The latest—and apparently one of the 


best—was introduced by Senator Taft of 
Ohio, of all people, along with Alabama’s 
capable Senator Hill. 

This bi-partisan approach to a problem 
which cuts across sectional and party lines, 
would assure expenditure of $40 annually 
for the education of every child. This is 
in sharp contrast to the approximately 
$23 per child currently being spent in 
Georgia. 

Under the measure, it is estimated that 
Georgia's present education appropriation 
would be supplemented $17,406,000 an- 
nually. } 

But the most significant aspect of the 
bill, in so far as professional critics of 
federal aid to education are concerned, 
is that it would specifically prohibit any 
Federal supervision of schools, leaving that 
chore in local hands as at present. 

Senators Taft and Hill, it seems to us, 
have devised a simple, workable plan to 
meet a pressing national need. It is to 
be hoped that it, or a similar measure, 
will shortly be enacted into law. 

As Senator Hill so well has said: “There 
is no reason why a child born in a low 
income State should be penalized because 
of that fact in obtaining an education.” 

Nor is there any reason why the cor- 
porate wealth of the Eastern metropolitan 
areas should not be taxed to educate the 
reservoirs of young men and women upon 
which they constantly draw for personnel. 


When Will This Happen in Georgia? 


The price of milk has been reduced one 
cent a quart in New York. 


Declines of as much as three cents a 
quart are foreseen by industry spokesmen. 


All of which reminds us that milk is 
still selling for 22 cents a quart here in

And, while the dairy industry may well 
be able to dispose of all it can produce at 
the inflated figure, the fact remains that 
it is rendering itself and the public a dis- 
service in keeping milk so high. 


State Function Will Continue 


An agreement has been worked out 
between State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., 
and the banks comprising the Atlanta 
Clearing House whereby legitimate obli- 
gations of the State can be paid pending 
settlement of the gubernatorial dispute. 


The auditor has agreed to accept the 
responsibility of certifying that each check 
has been written to defray a legal obliga- 
tion, authorized in the approved budget 
under which the State is currently 
operating. 

Auditor Thrasher, in turn, has set u 
the following requirements: 

1. No checks to be issued to employees 


placed upon the payroll after January 14, 
with the exception of common labor. 


2. No checks to be issued in. payment 
of items not authorized by the State Pur- 
chasing Agent. 

3. The banks to hold all checks until 
settlement of the controversy. 

This is a logical answer to the problem. 

At least temporarily, it will enable the 
routine operations of the State to con- 
tinue. : 

The State Auditor has the full con- 
fidence of both principals, as well as the 
public. He can be depended upon to carry 
on the State’s necessary functions as 
smoothly—and nonpolitically—as possible. 

The Constitution congratulates those 
responsible for working out this feasible 
solution to what might have developed 
into a chaotic condition.

Is Grace Birge Merely Exercising Her

Ra girl who once said all debu- 

tantes prefer American men, 

beautiful Grace Birge, who made 
her bow to New York society at the 
Ritz in 1929, seems to have missed 
the mark completely in selecting all 
her husbands. 

Grace stepped up to the altar in 
Calcutta, India, recently and married 
her third foreigner. 

This time the lucky man was 
Major James Lynch, of the British 
Army.

Not long after making these very 
definite views public, Grace lived up 
to the traditional rule about women. 
She changed her mind. 

Turning a cold shoulder on all her 
American beaus, she promised to 
love, honor--and maybe even obey—— 
one of those foreign smoothies she 
once had labeled “no deb appeal.” 

Manuel J. Bon de Sausa Pernes was 
both good-looking and a good dancer, 
thus meeting two requirements Grace 
had listed as supreme. Somewhere 
along the line, however, he apparently 
ceased to be amusing. Or perhaps 
the Frenchman just got to talking too 
much; something beyond the conver- 
sational limit of “blah.”

Particularly his fourth wife and 
their little son, His first settlement with Eliza- 
beth Kern, daughter of the late Jerome Kern, 
provided that he pay $2,000 a month for five 
years or $1,000 a month if his gross income fell 
below $70,000. 

The income has slipped from $280,000 a year 
as bandman to $37,000 in the business end of 
movies. Elizabeth Kern has had him in and out 
of court time and again. 

Predecessors of Miss Kern and Miss Gardner 
are really in slick Artie’s past. His first wife, 
June Carns, of Ashtabula, Ohio, married him at 
an age so young that her parents ended the girl- 
hood romance by having the. bond annulled in 
1932. His second, Margaret Allen, a New York 
nurse, after a rustic period with him in Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania, divorced him for infidelity 
when they returned to New York in 1937. 

He had been detected in a hotel with another 
woman and the decree made it illegal for him 
ever to remarry in New York. His third wife, 
Lana Turner, the movie actress, divorced him in 
California in 1940. Miss Kern obtained her decree 
in Arizona in 1944, and Miss Gardner's decree 
was granted last fall. 

Miss .Gardner’s testimony, after eight months 
of marriage, offers a recent picture of Artie. 

“After a month of marriage,” she testified, “my 
husband's attitude seemed to change. He became 
moody and temperamental and completely and 
utterly selfish. He disregarded my wishes from 
the smallest things—like what we would have for

dinner, whom we should see, what time we should 
go out, and what time we should return 

“Everything should be done his way, he told 
me.many times. He refused to see my friends 
and expected me to be with his friends at all 
times. If I didn’t feel well or didn’t feel like 
going out, he went out alone. If we had friends 
over, he would constantly humiliate and emba! 
rass me by telling me to shut up, that I didn’t 
know what I was talking about in case I entered 
into a conversation. 

“I finally became so nervous and upset I 
couldn't talk. Then when I couldn't talk, he said, 
‘Why. don’t you talk? Don’t, you have anything to 
contribute to the conversation ?’ 

“I became very embarrassed. It was very 
tense for everyone around.” 


A® a corroborating witness, Frances Neal Heflin, 
wife of Van Heflin, supported Ava’'s charges. 
“What did he (Shaw) say or do to embarrass 
her?”

“TI was working in “Two Girls on Broadway,’ 
and’ it was a dahcing picture and a difficult one,” 
She testified. ‘“There were times I would have to 
stay at the studio until 7 or 8 p. m. and he didn’t 
care for that at all. I tried to make up to him 
and he would toss it aside and say he couldn't 
stand life this way, that after all this was not a 
normal marriage. 

“Although I would try to make him feel it was, 
he would have nothing to do with me.” 

Besides not having anything to do with her, 
Lana said, Artie criticized her attitude towards 
his friends. 

“There would be evenings when his friends 
would be there and I would come down to try to 
entertain them,” she said. “Instead, I would sit 
there and I know I was dull but I couldn’t help it. 

“Then I would finally have to excuse myself 
and go to bed at a respectable hour, 11 or 12 
p. m., because I had ‘to be at the studio at 6:30 
a. m. Then, after his friends would leave, he 
would come in and start bawling me out about it 
and say I was very rude and I couldn't treat his 
friends that way, which gave me a very bad time 
and a lot of worry, but there was nothing I

could do about it.” 


OMETIMES, Lana said, Artie would leave in a 
huff, and be gone all night 

“There were times when i naturally would 
have to vo to bed,” she said “Tle would suddenly 
get up and go out When | asked him where he 
was going, he would say, ‘None of your business.’ 
tle would leave and come back about 6, 7 or & 
2.” 

Sald Superior Judge ‘Thomas C. Could to Lana: 

“Did you attempt to get along with your hus 
band, Madam?” 

“Judge Could,” said Lana, 
I could think of.” 

“His complaint then was that you were coming 
home around 8:30 p. m.?” the judge asked. 

“Yes,” said Lana. 

“And did he refuse to eat dinner with you?” 

“Yes,” she answered ‘ 

“And he refused to speak to you after dinner?” 

“Yes.” 

“You made a sincere effort to make a go of 
your marriage?” 

“Yes, because I wanted my marriage to be a 
success.” (It was she who before they were mar 
ried said he was the most “conceited” and “un 
pleasant’’ man she had ever met.)

M SS BETTY ASHER, a witness for Lana, added 
that Artie was definite in his decision that 
the marriage was not a success. Once, she Said, 
She heard the bandman tell Lana 

“Tt is ove! finished we are two different 
temperaments and can't get along so why try?” 

Elizabeth Kern didn't find Artie any more 
endurable. 

“On many occasions he was extremely sullen 
and morose,” she testified. “On other occasions, 
he would leave late at night, or any time during 
the evening, and not come home until very early 
in the morning. He wouldn't even tell me where 
he had been or what he had been doing.” 

Even on their baby’s first birthday, June 30, 
1944, when they had friends in, he acted up, said 
his wife 

“Very soon after our dinner my husband left 
without telling me he was leaving,” she said. 
“He did not get back until 3 a.m.” 

Their last day together provided 
of Artie’s abruptness. 

“That evening we had dinner together and 
after dinner he said he wanted to speak with me. 
During our conversation, he told me he wanted 
to be separated... He said he thought it was the 
best thing for both of us 

“IT said, ‘Do you mean right now, at this 
moment?’ And he said, ‘Yes.’ 

“Of course, it was awful late... He left right 
then and I went to my parents’ home.” 

Artie’s earlier brides never came to public 
attention and didn't last long.

to the message of hone and courage she emanates, 

It was not always so. ‘There was a time when 
Lady Liberty was shunned by a miserly Congress, 
ignored by an apathetic public—-when, in fact, her 
very existence was. threatened. 

This is the story of how she was saved for 
posterity by the crusading zeal of Joseph Pulitzer 
and Morrill Goddard, his aide, who later was to 
become famous as the founder, on Nov. 1, 1896, 
of William Randolph Hearst's American Weekly. 
It is the story, too, of how the pennies, nickels 
and dimes of America’s school children helped 
them turn the tide.

T BEGINS back in 1883, when Pulitzer, an en- 
ergetic young editor with the light of conquest 
in his eye, traveled east from St. Louis with his 
wife, bound for Europe and a vacation, 
Pulitzer, a native of Mako, Hungary, had come 
to America in 1863 as a conscript of the Union 
Army. In the succeeding 20 years he had achieved 
an Horatio Alger success, rising to ownership of 
the dominant St. Louis Post-Dispatch, with profits 
running between $45,000 and $85,000 annually. 
When he hit New York, a dark, restless man 
of 36 with flashing eyes and incisive speech, he 
was met witha chaNenge he could not resist-— 
he learned that Jay Gould, railroad magnate, was 
seeking to get rid of The World, a fast-dying daily. 
Pulitzer promptly forgot his vacation plans. Here 
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was a chance to test his skill. 

He arranged with Gould for a meeting and 
immediately settled on terms—$346,000 paid in 
instalments. The final papers were to be signed 
the next day, May 9. 

As Pulitzer walked the streets of the great 
metropolis that afternoon a growing doubt set in. 
The difficulties ahead loomed large. The Herald, 
Sun and Tribune were solidly entrenched. New 
York suddenly looked vast and appalling. 

Hie talked with his brother, Albert Pulitzer, 
editor of the New York Morning Journal, who 
advised him against the move. He returned to his 
hotel arid his wife thoroughly disheartened. 

“Pack up,” he told her. “We're going to 
Europe.” « 


Hk laughed at his fears, cajoled him, en- 

couraged him, but he was firm. It was not until 
he had actually boarded ship that she was able 
to calm his panic. Reluctant, but determined, he 
went back to the hotel and, after a sleepless night, 
took the World off Gould’s hands. 

[In the first issue of the World put out under 
his mamagement-.-on May 11---Pulitzer gave ample 
proof of his journalistic genius: He stated his 
aims to the public: 

“The entire World newspaper property has 
been purchased by the undersigned and will from 
this day be under different management—-different 
in men, measures and methods-.-different in pur- 
pose, policy and principle——different in objects and 
interests--different in sympathies and convictions 

different in head and heart. 

“Performance is better than promise. Exuber 
ant assurances are cheap. I make none. I simply 
refer the public to'the new World itself, which 
henceforth shall be daily evidence of its growing 
improvement. 

“There is room in this great and growing city 
for a journal that is not only cheap but bright, 
not only bright ‘but large, not only large but truly 
democratic—dedicated to the cause of the people 
rather than that of purse potentates.. devoted 
more to the news of the new than the old world, 
that will expose all fraud and sham, fight all 
public evils and abuses—-that will serve and battle 
for the people with earnest sincerity.” 

It was.a clarion call in a day of vacillating 
journalism. The first issue sold 22,761 copies. 
Three months later circulation was 39,000.  Fol- 
lowed exposure of graft, political machinations, 
advocacy of city improvements, sharp lampooning 
of the period’s mischief-makers. Circulation kept 
pace with the driving young western editor’s 
eager crusading. Two years later, before his 
rivals knew what was happening, Pulitzer’s: World 
was dominating the New York field. 

An indication of Pulitzer’s keenness of mind 
and memory is furnished by an_ incident that 
took place many years later, when the famous 
editor was totally blind. He had accepted a 
challenge to play chess against a .number of 
competitors on an Atlantic liner. 

Traveling on the same ship was the late 
Arthur Brisbane and the pair walked the deck, 
conversing animatedly. Whenever they reached 
the point on the deck where the players had laid 
out their chessmen they would stop and the move 
of each competitor would be called out to Pulitzer. 
With no hesitation he would call his own move 
and proceed on his deck tour with Brisbane. The 
blind editor beat them all. 

It was in 1884 that Morrill Goddard joined the 
World. He was then 19 years old, eager and 
nervous as a racehorse, ablaze with plans to con- 
found the opposition. Hie had left Dartmouth 
College and horrified his father, a Maine judge, 
by foregoing a law career in Portland, Me., to 
pursue his fate in what the Goddard family had 
always considered a city of sin. 


HE great Pulitzer recognized in the youthful 

Goddard a brother-in-arms. He saw in Goddard's 
sharp, vigorous, fearless mind the same driving 
force that had enabled himself to step ahead 
of his .competitors. Despite Goddard’s youth, 
Pulitzer sought his suggestions on many of his 
new editorial ventures, 

This recognition of the youngstér’s ability was 
to be more than justified in succeeding years. 
Later Goddard was to become editor of Pulitzer’s 
Sunday World and carve a brilliant name for 
himself through his unique handling of the news. 
Mrs. Fremont Older, in her book, “William Ran- 
dolph Hearst, American,” published by Appleton- 
Century, records something of Goddard's genius: 

“Goddard knew how to interest every man, 
woman and child. He appealed to every stratum 
of society. He had a genius for sensing what 
would interest New York, the newest fashionable 
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divorce, the romance of a beautiful actress, or the 
birth of a baby chimpanzee. Goddard’s startling 
fact stories were more romantic than fomance.” 

Once he printed a picture of Chico the Ape 
covering two complete pages. There were frantic 
appeals to Pulitzer in Paris to put a straitjacket 
on this crazy new Sunday editor. It was declared 
that such a picture would mark expectant mothers 
and that it was a criminal waste of space. 

Pulitzer had his economical side, too, He 
cabled Goddard, commanding him to ask the 
advertising department how much an inch of! 
space was worth in the Sunday World. but 
Goddard‘s circulation was going up by leaps and 
bounds, He cabled Pulitzer the figures on an 
extra big circulation jump, then followed it with 
another cable: 

“You can’t measure circulation with a yard- 
stick.” 

Everyone thought Goddard would be fired, but 
Pulitzer, Knewing a gold mine when he saw one, 
gave him a $100 bonus for every week the cir 
culation went up. Week after week Goddard got 
his bonus. Finally Pulitzer stopped it and pre. 
sented him with a 40-foot schooner yacht. 

In 1896 William Randolph Hearst, who had 
started his own Journal in New York, decided 
he wanted to hire Mr. Goddard. The Journal's 
circulation was going up, too, but none of Mr. 
Hearst’s Journal editors could match the startling 
novelties inspired by Mr. Goddard. Mr. Hearst 
invited Mr. Goddard to call on him 

Mr. Goddard was satisfied at the World, but 
he was rankled by the general opinion that he 
had succeeded only because he was on the paper 
of the great Pulitzer. He longed tor the oppor 
tunity of proving he could be equally successful 
on an as yet unestablished paper, such as the 
Journal was at that time. But he feared that 
Mr. Hearst would tire of his new enterprise and 
return to San Francisco. When he called on the 
publisher, Mr. Hearst asked him how great an 
increase in salary he would expect. 

“None,” said Mr. Goddard, “but if you give up 
the Journal I'll be left in the lurch. What security 
can you give me in case you return to San Fran- 
cisco, aS people say you might do?” 


R. HEARST fumbled in his pocket and tossed 
a wrinkled piece of paper over to Mr. Goddard. 

“Would that be sufficient security for two 
or three years’ salary?” he asked. 

It was a Wells, Fargo draft for $36,000. Mr. 
(;oddard was speechless. “But I can't leave my 
Staff ...” he protested. 

“Tl employ your whole staff,’’ Mr. Hearst 
assured him. 

Mr. Hearst did. It wasn’t long before the 
Journal, with Mr. Goddard and his staff in tow, 
passed the World circulation. The Sunday supple- 
ment started then by Mr. Goddard on the Journal 
later achieved the greatest circulation in the world 
as The American Weekly. It was still under Mr. 
Goddard’s guidance when he died in 1937. 

But on a February day in 1885 all this was 
in the future for the youthful Goddard. On that 
day he was crossing New York harbor with his 
boss on a ferry. The ferry passed close to an 
island on which were some bleak Army barracks 
and the ruins of an old fort. 

“What island’s that?” asked Pulitzer. 

“It’s Bedloe’s Island, sir,” replied Goddard. 
“That’s where the Bartholdi statue’s going to 
be erected.” 

kverybody Knew about the Bartholdi statue. 
In a magnificent gesture of international friend- 
Ship, the people of France had donated their 
centimes and franes to raise $250,000 for a sym- 
bolic bronze statue, 152 feet high, as a gift from 
the French Republic to America. Sculptor Fred 
eric Auguste Bartholdi had been commissioned to 
fashion it. At that time, the parts of the gigantic 
structure were crated and waiting shipment to the 
United States. A committee comprised of some 
of the most prominent men in New York had 
been appointed to raise, by subscription, the $300,- 
000 necessary for building its huge pedestal. 

Young Goddard moved closer to his boss. 

“T’ve heard reports, sir, that the committee is 
falling down on the job. They’ve got enough to 
lay the concrete base but there’s not a cent in 
sight for the pedestal. They say Congress won't 
put up any money, either.” 

Pulitzer stared unbelievingly. 

“Do you mean to say...” he bégan. 

“Yes, sir!” cut in Goddard angrily. ‘“They’re 
$100,000 short. What’s more, they’re about ready 
to throw up their hands!” 

Pulitzer took a turn about the deck, deeply im- 
mersed in thought. He gazed once more at Bed- 
loe’s Island, where there were a few workmen 


puttering about the old fort’s walls. 

“What are we going to do about it?” he asked. 

“It's very simple, sir,” Goddard said, his eyes 
flashing. “We're going to raise that money.” 

Pulitzer stopped in his tracks. He whirled 
and faced Goddard. 

“How?” he demanded. 

“Get the names of school children. Take 
abort $20 a day from the cash drawer. Put the 
names of the children in the paper with various 
amounts of. contributions made in their honor. 

“The kids’! catch on quickly and send in their 
own contributions and we'll erect the pedestal 
with the pennies of the school children.” 

Pulitzer’s eyes gleamed. 

“You've hit it, Goddard!” he cried. “And we'll 
make the World one of the great newspapers of 
America!” 

Goddard had been right. Less than a month 
later the pedestal committee publicly acknow!l- 
edged the inability to procure the needed funds 
and Congress again turned a deaf ear to pleas 
of financial intercession. 


ULITZER and Goddard were ready. Almost 

Simultaneously with the committee’s announce- 
ment of failure came the World's stirring appeal 
that was to turn defeat into victory. On March 
16, 1885, the paper printed this editorial: 

“Nearly ten years ago the French people set 
about making the Bartholdi statue. It was to be 
a gift emblematical of our attainment of the first 
century of independence. It was also the seal of 
a more serviceable gift they made to us in 
when, but for their timely aid, the ragged sutlerers 
of Valley Forge would have been disbanded and 
the colonies would have continued a part of the 
British Dominion. Can we fail to respond to the 
spirit that actuated this generous testimonial? 

“The statue is now completed and ready to be 
brought to our shores in a vessel especially com- 
missioned for the purpose by the French Govern- 
ment. Congress, by a refusal to appropriate the 
necessary money to complete preparations for its 
proper reception and erection, has thrown the 
responsibility back to the American people. We 
must raise the money. 

“The World is the people’s paper, and it now 
appeals to the people to come torward and raise 
this money The $250,000 that the making of the 
statue cost was paid in by the masses of the 
French people. by the workingmen, the trades 
men, the shop girls, the artisans by all, irrespec- 
tive of class or condition 

“Let us respond in like manner. Let 
wait for the millionaires to give this money. 
not a gift from the millionaires of France 
millionaires of America, but a gift of the whole 
people of France to the whole people of America. 

“Take this appeal to yourself personally It is 
meant for every reader of the World. Give some 
thing, however little. Send it to us We will 
receive it and see that it is properly applied. We 
will also publish the name of every giver. 

“If we all go to work together with a firm 
resolve and a patriotic will we can raise the needed 
money before the French vessel bearing the 
Bartholdi statue shall have passed the unsightly 
mass on Bedloe’s Island that is now but a humil- 
lating evidence of our ingratitude.” 

The response was immediate. Money poured 
in—-pennies, nickels, dimes, quarters, even dollars. 
Pulitzer and Goddard had guessed the heart of 
America aright. The contributions came from 
all manner of people, but the greatest contribytors 
were the school children of the New York area 
and, as the word spread, of the entire country. 
Their small coins, wrapped in nondescript paper, 
flooded into the World office in an ever-increasing 
stream. ‘True to his word, Pulitzer printed the 
name of every donor more than 120,000 of them. 

In the short space of five months the $100,000 
was raised. ‘Two months before the final figure 
was reached the French transport Isere steamed 
to Bedloe’s Island and deposited its cargo there. 


cy October 28, 1886, before a dedicatory crowd, 
the final rivet was placed in Lady Liberty and 
she stood aloft, complete with pedestal, for the 
reverence and veneration of generations to come. 


Pulitzer found himself with a reserve fund 
over and above the pedestal’s cost Hie wracked 
his brains M search of a worthy way to spend it, 
His final solution was ae stroke of irony. 
He chartered a special train from Washington and 
transported members of Congress to the Bedloe's 
Island dedication of the monument on a pedestal 
they had not helped build. 

A curious sidelight on lVaffaire Liberty was 
furnished by Goddard. In his ramblings about 
town he had become impressed with the public’s 
faith in newspaper reporting. From all sides he 
heard the remark: “I know it’s so. I read it in the 
newspapers.” Newspapers, he discovered, were 
used as a source to prove or disprove points of 
argument. 

Assigned to write the dedication story, he 
determined to put this faith to the test. Purposely, 
he reported three fewer steps in the statue's 
interior than there actually are, then waited fo! 
criticism. Nothing happened. 

Years later, shortly before his death, Goddard 
recalled the incident. 

“Tt was the darnedest thing,” he said. “We 
never got a single complaint on the story. As far 
as I know, my erroneous information was taken 
as gospel truth.”

AYBE, Eve was shocked, seeing the serpent, 

and fainted away in the Garden. of Eden. 

It has been believed for ages that women 
faint more easily and often than do men, espe 
cially for sentimental, emotional reasons. 

Why do people faint, apparently, with sick 
ness? A woman fainted in the courtroom as the 
jury brought in the verdict of guilty against her 
son. In recent hotel, tenement house and night 
club fires, women fainted even before they were 
injured or affected by poisonous pases. 

At times fainting has been the result of unex 
pected, sudden “joy,” such as relief from anxiety 
or stress and strain. 

If one faints repeatedly, it may be for a mild 
or serious mental or physical condition, requiring 
the attention of a compeient physician, liven a 
Single fainting spell in an emotionally stable per 
son might be a clue for the doctor. 

Whatever the basic cause, “syncope”. -the med 
ical term for a fainting spell—-involves the sudden 
decrease of blood supply within the brain. A 
sudden fall in the blood pressure and rate of cir- 
culation in the brain causes dizziness, unconscious 
ness and related symptoms. AS soon as the spasm 
passes, with the blood returning to its normal 
level inside the head, fainting ceases. 

50, at bottom, the problem is, “Why does the 
brain’s blood supply suddenly diminish?” Blood, 
of course, brings to the brain both oxygen and 
sugar and vitamins and other nutrients. Also, i 
removes the useless and harmful pbveoducis of 
brain activity, “the waste, the ashes of brain life.” 

Disturbances of the endocrine glards, which 
produce hormones, play a very important part in 
many cases of fainting. Women are especially 
subject to fainting because of the normal, cyctie 
glandular alterations, and also when these cycles 
begin to terminate, marking advance beyond the 
prime of life. 

In emerging from. girlhood into adolescence, 
then mature womanhood there are ¢landular 
changes. ‘The whole drama of motherhood in 
volves the rise and fall of tides of pituitary and 
other hormones. 

Expectant mothers faint quite frequently. 
There are vital changes in their glandular, nerv- 
ous, chemical systems. No wonder that sudden 
draining away of the brain’s blood occurs unde: 
even normal circumstances ol life and environ 
ment, 

Patients who have diseases of the thyroid 
gland, particularly the decreased production of 
this gland’s hormone, which is very neceSsary fot 
normal body energy production, are frequently 
subject to fainting. 

The hormones are powerful “drugs” prepared 
by special “chemical factories,” the ductless 
glands, and they exercise many and complicated

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influences upon the nervous. system and blood 
cirtulation. In some disturbances, due to their 
deficiency or unbalanced production and function 
ing, there is a general fall in blood pressure, which 
makes fainting easier. 

Another glandular disease, diabetes, can make 
a person prone to tainting spells, A well known 
case is that of a man, who sutfered from this 
disease. He iad take daily injections of the 
hormone called tnsulin, which he to use up 
the sugar in the blood, 

Sugar, however, is one of the pody’s fuels and 
the brain's favorite food. A-certain amount ot it 
in the blood is essential. Thus if a diabetic pa- 
tient has too little Sugar in his system as a re- 
sult of taking insulin, he must promptly eat some 
sugar to restore the body’s chemical balance, ‘This 
particular patient felt giddy, and realizing that he 
needed some candy, he rushed to the nearest drug 
store. By the time that he had the attention of 
the druggist, he was already fairting and blubber- 
ing incoherently, asking for some candy. 

The druggist thought that the man was just 
a dvunken tramp and asked him to get out, This 
made the patient so angry that his adrenal glands 
poured out a lot of adrenalin, a hormone that in- 
creases sugar within the blood, so that the brain 
can get more of the food and fuel it requires. 

As soon as this happened, the man recovered 


his mental alertness and he blasted the unhappy 
druggist ‘ase illustrates the remarkable bal 
ancing between the hormones.of different glands 
and the effect of this balance upon nervous and 
biood circulatory systems 

As for the fainting of expectant mothers, in 
most cases it 1s harmless. As soon as she feels 
the symptoms, the woman should lie down, even 
on the Jioor. By lowering the head-between the 
Kile. he DlOOd Supply of the. head can be revive 
stnelling salts and other such well known volatile 
substances are beneficial. 
Women who are anemic, that is whose blood 
Is deficient in red blood cells or in these cells’ 
pigment (hemoglobin), suffer from brain anemia, 
too, and they also may be prone to fainting spells.

These days, many women faint because their 
brains are narcotized, with insufficient supply of 
ozygen, by alcohol, barbiturate and other “slee» 
ing pills.” The effects of the narcotics anpear the 
next day or many hours after their consumption 

Freed from many old-fashioned social and other 
restrictions and inhibifions, women nowadavs are 
in many ways less “repressed and tense,” and so 
they faint less. ‘The removal of the social re- 
straints, however, sometimes also results. in in- 
creased. use of aleohol and narcotic substances 
that reduce the brain’s blood supply and activity. 

When-a physician is ca'led in to see a woman 
in a faint, he makes caretul examination of the 
pulse, in order to determine the general state of 
blood circulation. If the puise is strong, about 
76 to 90, he is not alarmed. He studies the patient's 
face for pallor, bluish hue o1 her symptoms of 
deficiency of oxygen in the blood 

Hie caretully examines the ©» determine 
where it Is cold and moist or cry ai hot. Exam 
ination of the eves is important, for it may reveal! 
injury of the brain, If one eye, apnears to be 
larger than tne other, it might mean that fainting 
is related to internal bleeding of the brain. 

The skull is examined to make sure that 
is no fracture of the head from a blow.

The Duke of Northumber- 
land's 100-Mile Ride to 
Drumlanrig Castle Won Him 
a Bride and Ended an An- 
cient Feud in Which His 
Ancestors Made Deadly 
Forays Against Hers.

Y HIS recent 
Klizabeth Diana Montagu-Douglas 
Seott, daughter of the Duke of 
Buccleuch and niece of the Duchess 
of Gloucester, Hugh Algernon Percy, 
youthful Duke of Northumberland, 
added new lustre to his historic name. 

He did it. by proving himself a 
hardy romantic. For he won his bride 
only after a 100-mile horseback ride to 
reach Drumlanrig Castle, where his 
sweetheart was awaiting him. 

Theirs had been a casual meeting. 
foth had returned home, she from 
service with the British Navy, he 
invalided from the Middle East, Their 
romance speedily developed into a 
tomeo and Juliet classic. 

Like Shakesp@are’s lovers, they 
faced the spectre of an ancient feud 
between their two houses. To end the 
feud, the Duke vowed “to beard the 
lion in his den, the Douglas in his 
hall’ and from him win consent to 
his daughter’s marriage. 

Inspiration came from his redoubt- 
able ancestors. He made his stren- 
uous ride to the Buccleuch strong- 
hold much as his famous forebear, 
Sir Henry “Hotspur” Percy, might 
have made it five centuries ago. 

Only “Hotspur’s” ride wauld have 
heen a challenge to combat, whereas 
the Duke rode as a peace envoy. 

He planned in secret. Only Lady 
Elizabeth knew his errand. An expert 
horseman, he set out on a bleak 
March morning from the courtyard 
of his ancient Alnwick Castle. 

Mounted on his favorite black 
horse, he made his four-day journey 
by 25-mile stages; the first to Otter-

This boast was relayed to Douglas 
who replied that Percy would find 
one day more than enough.”

After they 
had killed the 100 deer, Douglas ap 
peared and according to the ballad 
Ear! Perey was killed.

BERT OSBORNE is one of the 
five men, in Chattanooga, Tenn., 
eawho are going to keep their 
homes snugly warmed day and night 
with heat extracted from cold water. 
He already has begun to pump 
water from a deep well, and make 
that fluid yield heat for the house. 
In fact, he,said to a representative of 
The American Weekly: “I’m enjoy- 
ing it thoroughly. The water from 
my well is being continuously pumped 
up, then passed through a cooling 
apparatus. So, the temperature of 
the water is lowered from 60 to about 
52 degrees Fahrenheit. Thus: the 
water gives up eight degrees of its 
natural heat, and by contrivances this 
heat is employed to heat the house. 
Mr. Osborne is one of the officials 
of the Chattanooga Electric Power 
Board, and so too are the four other 
men who have installed the new in 
genious system in their homes. ‘They 
are all taking advantage of the natu- 
ral heat of the earth which keeps 
water at a moderate temperature. 
You can extract heat—-even with- 
out burning much coa|—out of water, 
air and other things around you. 


By tapping the vast reservoirs of 


heat in the atmosphere—rivers, lakes 
and even wells, science thus has de- 
vised this method ef heating build. 
ings by “refrigeration.” 

Not only will it keep your house 
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warm and comfortable in the winter, 
but by merely pressing a button that 
throws the unit in reverse, you will 
have all the comforts of complete air 
conditioning for the hot days. 

This is no inventor’s dream. It 
is based on facts known to science 
for over a hundred years and is now 
in practical use in a group of munici- 
pal -buildings in Norwich, England, 
and in 30 large buildings in the 
United States. 

The principles are simple enough. 
Heat can be taken from cold air or 
water because there is warmth in 
everything. It is only at the rock- 
bottom of the temperature scale, 459.6 
degrees below zero, when molecular 
motion ceases, that matter no longer 
has warmth. It has been calculated 
that even at the freezing point of 
water, 32 degrees F., there’s enough 
heat in the average size room to melt 
a cake of ice a foot square and six 
inches thick and then bring the re- 
sultant water up to the boiling point. 

In the household refrigerator, al- 
most everybody knows that while the 
inside of the box gets cold, there are 
parts on the outside that become hot. 
The “coldness” is produced when heat 
is removed from the interior by the 
coils of pipe called the evaporator. 
This heat reappears in the motor-

driven compressor and condenser 
unit placed outside the box, and must 
be given off and “thrown away” to 
keep the system in operation. 

The trick in heating by refrigera- 
tion is to reverse the ordinary pro- 
cess, use the heat discarded by the 
condenser and make the cold air the 
waste product. ‘The evaporator is 
placed outside, exposed to the atmos- 
phere or a convenient supply of 
water. The heat it absorbs in cooling 
its surroundings is released by -the 
condenser placed inside the building. 
The condenser then acts like a “fur- 
nace’ and heats air to be blown 
through ducts to various parts of the 
structure or it can be used to heat 
water in a conventional hot water 
heating system. 

The heating plant, based on these 
principles, at Norwich, England, has 
kept a block of buildings, compris- 
ing offices, stores and workshops, 
comfortably warm for a year. Water 
from the near-by Wensum River 
is pumped around an_ evaporator 
consisting of three large _ tubes. 
These tubes contain liquid sulphur 
dioxide which changes to a gas even 
at the low temperature of the cold 
river water. In evaporating, the sul

phur dioxide absorbs heat from the 
water, which is sent back to the river 
just about two degrees colder than 
when it entered, The gas is then 
compressed by an electrically driven 
pump and gives up to the condenser 
the heat it picked up from the water. 
Surrounding the condenser are pipes — 
in which circulates the water of the 
hot water heating system of the 
buildings. The condensed sulphur 
dioxide is returned to .the evaporator, 
through an expansion valve, and the 
cycle is repeated. 

Even when the 
frozen over, the unit found enough 
heat under the ice to maintain the 
buildings at about 65 degrees. 

John A. Sumner, the Norwich 
City Electrical Engineer, who de- 
signed the system, is enthusiastic 
over its performance and_particu- 
larly its economy. He claims that its 
working costs amount to only one- 
third of the cost of doing the same 
job using solid fuel central heating. 

While ordinarily the system in its 
present state is not recommended for 
areas that have severe winters, the 
building of the United Illuminating 
Company in New Haven, Conn., has 
been using it successfully six years. 

The method has possibilities for 
large department stores.

© I believe in God? The answer is yes. The 
(;0d who really matters in‘human life is the 
(,od who gets into people and gives. them 
noble purposes. and ideals and endows them with 
the spirit of love. 

If one believes in God, he can 
optimism; for him the universe has in its entire 
make-up an over-all goodness which inevitably 
Saves it from tateful disaster and hellishness. 

But if human beings cultivate too ardently the 
attitude of resting supihely in the “Everlasting 
Arms,” they become like dependent children who 
never grow up or learn to use their capabilities. 
We need to work out our Salvation if it is to be 
the kind of salvation that is really worth having. 

Here is where science comes in. It doesn't give 
us the desire for a better world, it doesn't create 
the idealism that 1s within us, but when.we are 
confronted with the problem of how to gain our 
desires, science can. be our most faithful and 
potent ally. Working out our own Salvation in 
the present complex world may involve using all 
the insight and ingenuity, in short all the science, 
that we can muster. We were not endowed with 
brains for nothing and the rules of the universe 
do not discourage us from making use of them. 

So while we gain our optimism and ideals 
through faith in God, we have to work out for 
ourselves the ways and means whereby we be- 
come civilized. We have never been presented 
with a ready made governmental or social pattern 
which we can follow with assurance of success. 

It has come to me more and more forcefully 
especially during the past year and a half that 
while society has taken seriously the job of war 
and destruction, it has not devoted itself to the 
science of becoming civilized. The “science of 
human understanding” has been pushed far into 
the background. ; 

The outstanding task which confronts science 
in the coming decades is to understand human 
beings better. Our principal troubles do not arise 
from outside forces and enemies that press upon 
us, our troubles come from within ourselves. The 
greatest threats to humanity at the pregént time 

the atomic bomb and biological warfare—-are 
dangerous only if we make them so. 

It is my personal feeling that the reason for 
threatened cataclysmic warfare does not lie pre- 
dominantly in the fact that human beings are 
wicked and want to kill and destroy, but more in 
the fact that men do not understand how to live 
in mutual adjustment with each other. There is 
in the world a vast reservoir of goodwill. But 
goodwill is not enough; we need to cultivate the 
science of human _ relationships—that I call 
“humanology.” 

The scriptural injunction is ancient: “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” What can 
science do towards its fulfillment? 

The first step in the development of the 
science of human understanding is to understand 
“ourselves,.”” and our “neighbors—our friends and 
our enemies.” To begin with, we must recog- 
nize in this connection that each of us possesses 
an individuality which has its roots in metabolic 
(chemical bodily) processes and in the function- 
ing of each nervous system and which flowers in 
the possession of distinctive psychological traits 
and abilities. 

If the world were made up of people who are 
all alike, it would be a vastly different place from 
what it is. Many of our troubles arise because 
of our differences in make-up. 

It is not commonly appreciated how different 
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we are from one another in the way we see, hear, 
taste, smell and feel, nor the great differences 
which may arise out of the fact that each of us 
has distinctiveness in his or her internal glands 
and the hormones they secrete. Our differences 
appear in our mental and emotional make-up. 

We cannot be classified scientifically as brainy, 
brainier and brainiest, because there are many 
qualities of mind and people who are most able 
in one field are liable to be deficient in another. 

Men whom we regard “brilliant” are not neces- 
sarily brilliant in every respect. The total per- 
sonality of an individual comprises many dif- 
ferent items. It is the sum total of all the char- 
icteristics that make a distinctive individual. 

Intuition, creativeness, common sense—-these 
are not a single independent trait of personality. 
Nor can they be measured with a high degree of 
satisfaction on the basis of present knowledge. 

The most convincing evidence in favor of the 
existence and importance of intuition as a mental 
ability may be found in connection with the lives 
and works of great leaders-.in art, music, litera- 
ture, science and religion. 

Bach, for example, was able by some process 
which still appears mysterious to produce music 
which has attracted the attention and affection 
of human beings for centuries. The outstanding 
abilities of Shakespeare or Michelangelo and of 
Louis Pasteur could be placed in the same classi- 
fication. In the case of all creators in art, music 
and literature the ability to create material which 
has a widespread appeal is most significant. 

For the purpose of this discussion, and avoid- 
ing all theological disputation, we may say that 
Jesus’ teaching arose by intuition. 

Even if we recognize and exaggerate the op- 
portunities which He had for learning from His 
forebears and others, His selection and enuncia 
tion of the fundamental laws of life indicates an 
ability to draw upon a Universal Mind, which does 
not fall within the abilities previously considered. 
The universality is the feature which makes the 
ability of such outstanding importance. 
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To Dr. Williams, High Ideals 

and Lofty Purpose Are as Real 

as the Life-Regulating Chemi- 

cals to Which He Has Given 
a Lifetime of Study. 


If we classify as intuitive all the contributions 
to art, music, literature, philosophy, science and 
religion, then the importance of intuition in human 
life is beyond exaggeration. However, intuitions 
cannot always be trusted, and that they have led 
to innumerable errors cannot be denied. 

All of this has received scant attention, even 
from scientists, in proportion to its importance 
for civilization. Only by understanding how and 
why people differ from one another can we 
understand the people who make up society, and 
how they can live together harmeniously. Instead, 
with complete disregard of what may be the facts, 
we childishly imagine ourselves as always good 
and our “enemies” always bad. 

We should appreciate that all peoples have the 
Same fundamental drives, and the same self- 
interest, as well as the capability for altruism 
(unselfishness). Conflicts arise out of differ- 
ences which we often do understand. 

An intensive scientific study of human beings 
will not only reveal individual differences——-which 
we must honestly face— but will bring into relief 
the likenesses that exist. 

We need to recognize that all peoples of the 
world have a love of home and that it is almost 
as natural as breathing to love the land or region 
in which one was born or reared. Thus, casting 
aspersions on another man’s native state or 
country is a certain recipe for gaining enmity. 

If we take the science of human understand- 
ing seriously we can. move steadily towards the 
realization of the God-given ideals which are 
more widespread than we often think. 

While we’ must understand the differences in 
individualities, we must also recognize that 
human beings have all the fundamental urges in 
common. This leads the scientist towards the 
goal of enlightened human brotherhood. 

The circle is completed. ‘The great faiths, 
Christianity and others, have inculcated the love 
of all mankind, the principle that basically all 
human beings are brothers. And, the latest 
science sustains and implements the _ prophets’ 
teachings. In the unification of mankind science 
and religion march shoulder to shoulder. 
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THE GREAT 
RACING GAMBLE

HIRTY years have passed since 
T bans Maher was laid away in a 

secluded corner of Paddington 
Cemetery, London, under a mound of 
flowers sent by Lord Rosebery, Lord 
Derby, Prince Leopold of Battenberg 
and other pillars of the English turf, 
to which misty-eyed Old Kate, the 
racing program seller, added her 
heartfelt tribute of a wilting posy. 
But neither England nor . Hartford, 
Conn., his birthplace, has fergotten 
the brilliant little Irish-American 
jockey with the gentle magic in his 
soothing voice that made race horses 
go all out for him. 

In the Great Racing Gamble, 
Danny was a martyr to the insatiable 
monster, the scales, which sent more 
than one jockey to an early grave. 

At the peak of his popularity in 
England, this simple, unassuming lad 
from Connecticut hobnobbed with 
royalty, lived a life of luxury and was 
idolized by the press and public. From 
1900 to 1913, he won every important 
English stake except the Cesarewitch, 
the Chester Cup and the Lincoln.: In 
all he rode 1,421 winners in England 
after he had won more than 350 
races in America. 

Father Bill Daly, colorful old-time 
horseman, so-called because of his 
clerical mien and garb, was Danny 
Maher’s sponsor on the turf. Under 
Daly’s tutelage, Danny developed into 
one of America’s best. But at the peak 
of his popularity here, at the turn of 
the century, he was set down for 
what the stewards called a bad ride. 

To the end of his career, little 
Danny insisted the charge was unjust. 

Maher was already having trou- 
ble making weight. So he sailed to 
England, where the weight require- 
ments weren't so severe. 

Danny was only 19 when he made 
his British debut at Manchester in 
1900, winning with Paiute. 

It wasn’t long before Danny 
Maher’s name was a household word 
in the British Isles and his popularity 
never ceased to grow. 

The Yankee rider won wealth com- 
mensurate with his honors on the 
turf. At the height of his career he 
was earning $50,000 a year, had his 
own valet, a high-powered racing car 
and an estate cajled Cropwell Manor 
in the heart of the Nottinghamshire 
fox-hunting country where he stabled 
one of the finest strings of Irish 
jumpers in ¢he British Isles. Crop- 
well Manor was decorated with racing 
plates from every winner Danny had 
ridden, silver - plated, mounted on an 
oak base and suitably inscribed. 
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Peers and coster-mongers vied for 
the privilege of calling him “Danny.” 
Millionaires sought his company. 
Beautiful women smiled on him. But, 
with all this adulation, the Nutmeg 
State kid remained unchanged. 

In all the years that he raced in 
England, Danny’s honesty was ques- 
tioned only once by track stewards 
and then the Jockey Club completely 
absolved Maher. 

Thereupon Lord 
Danny a beautiful watch inscribed 
“A mark of esteem Rosebery.”’ 

The outstanding Maher ride was 
his dead heat with Lemberg aboard 
Neil Gow in the Eclipse Stakes at 
Sandown Park in 1910. Bernard Dil- 
lon, one of England’s top jockeys, 
rode Lemberg. 

The meeting between these two 
great horses and jockeys was a nat- 
ural outgrowth of Neil Gow’s victory 
in the Prince of Wales Stakes and 
Lemberg’s triumph in the Rous Me- 
morial a short time previously. 

The Sandown course couldn't hold 
all the race-goers who wanted to see 
the test of speed between the two 
great thoroughbreds that June after- 
noon. It seemed as if London had 
moved en masse to the race course. 
The public had figured it to be such 
an even proposition that the final 
price was set at 5 to 4 against Lem-

But 
Maher, who had been purposely lay 
ing behind the pace, now crouched 
low in his saddle and crooned an Irish

Yard by yard the gap closed until 
Maher had his mount even with Lem. 
berg’s steaming flanks. Then, inch by 
inch, Neil Gow gained on Lemberg 
until, with 100 yards to go, they were 
running almost neck and neck.

Maher summoned up all the magic in 
his arms and voice and lifted Neil 
Gow to even terms with Lemberg, 
flashing under the wire in one of the 
turf’s most thrilling. dead heats. 
During all these years, Danny was 
paying the price remorselessly ex- 
acted by the turf. It became increas- 
ingly difficult for him to make weight 
and under the strain his health began 
to fail. In 1913, his doctor told him 
that if he wanted to live he would 
have to quit racing. Heeding this 
warning, Danny set off to South 
Africa to hunt big game. But shoot 
ing lions and leopards wasn’t winning 
Derbys and Danny was soon back. 
When all his’ remedies failed, 
Danny’s doctor told his turf friends

Newmarket could hardly believe its 
eyes when the familiar name “D. 
Maher” was posted on the board for 
the last race of the day, one Sep 
tember afternoon in 1915. When the 
horses paraded to the post, the fans 
cheered Danny wildly as he cantered 
by on J. B. Noel’s Sun Yat. 

His cheeks flushed, Danny smiled 
happily and touched his cap in ac- 
knowledgment of the ovation. For a 
few fleeting seconds he looked like the 
Danny Maher of old as he stood up 
in his stirrups. But there the resem. 
blance ended. San Yet never had a 
look-in. Danny’s magic way with 
horses seemed to have deserted him. 

In the next year World War I took 
a bad turn for the Allies. A heavy 
gloom fell over the Empire in the 
fall of 1916, but d&ngland donned 
mourning on November 9, 1916, when 
the announcement of Danny Maher's 
death crowded some war news off 
the front pages. His career cut short 
by tuberculosis, at 35, the lad from 
New England found his last resting 
place in England.

HE mystery of Dorothy Arnold is the classic 
of all tales of Lost Ladies 

It was not only because she was well born, 
ich, and beautiful that her story is fascinating. 
t was the time, the place, the manner of her 
lisappearance. One moment she was a high-spirited, 
lappy girl talking with a friend on Fifth Avenue, 
he two forming a tiny island in the rushing river

In the five years that followed her graduation, 
Dorothy was a amiliat igure fashionable 
the theatre, and meetings ot literary groups,

dark brown hair. She was 
witty, as well as wealthy, 
and you can put her down 
as a glamour girl of the 
first decade of the 20th 
century. 

Her life was correct and 
normal. Hier most intl 
mate friends were Bryn 
Mawr classmates, ‘Theo- 
dora Bates, Gladys King, 
Helen Kempton and Edith 
Ashley tier boy friends, 
who sometimes made a 
group on the porch of her 
home. -five of them were 
questioned by the _ police 
later were from New 
York’s best families. 

One, John 8S. Keith, of 
the family law firm of 
Garvan and Armstrong, 
was usually her bridge 
partner. It was Keith 
who supervised the pri- 
vate investigation con. 
ducted by the family. 

Another was George 5S. 
Griscom, Jr.. of Pitts: 
purgh, considered one of the “eligible bachelors” 
and “catches” of that day. 

That, outwardly, was the situation in Decem- 
ber, 1910, a year in which the population was 
still talking about Bleriot’s daring flight across 
the English Channel, the Hudson-Fulton celebra- 
tion just ended, and the prospects of war be- 
tween those two powerful European states, Italy 
and Turkey. About the most exciting thing that 
happened in 1910 was the disappearance of 
Dorothy Arnold. 

On December 8 Dorothy was busy handling 
arrangements for the debut in society of her 
younger sister, Marjorie. ‘The girls stayed at 
home, addressing invitations for the debut, 
scheduled for December 16, and bound to be one 
of the most glittering events of the social season. 

On December 9 Lrorothy drew $36 from her 
bank, went shopping, and that evening she 
visited the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

On December 10 she bought a gown to wea! 
at Marjorie’s debut, went to a matinee, and had 
tea later in the afternoon with Elsie Henry at 
the old Waldorf-Astoria. 

She remained at home Sunday, December 11. 

On December 12 she left home at noon, wear 
ing a tailored blue serge dress, blue coat, smal! 
velvet hat, and carrying a black fox muff. She 
stopped at a store at Fifth Avenue and o7th St., 
and bought a half pound of chocolates 

At 2 o'clock she dropped in at Brentano’s,

Fifth Avenue at 27th St., and selected a book. 
Outside the store, she met Gladys King. ‘They

chatted for a few moments. Gladys remembered 
she had her note of acceptance to the debut party 
in her handbag. ‘‘Now I won't have to mail it,” 
She said, and handed it to Dorothy. 

\fter the girls parted, Dorothy Arnold was 
never seen again. 

When she failed to return home for dinner, 
the Arnolds began to telephone her friends. John 
Keith, the attorney, was summoned. He made 
more calls, failed to find her, and that night called 
in the Pinkerton detective agency for a private 
and secret—-investigation. Cables went out to meet 
every steamer that had left New York December 12. 

This private search was futile. The family was 
fearful of publicity, and anxious “to protect Doro- 
thy’s good name,” and it was not until January 
25 that the New York police were notified, $5,000 
reward offered for information, and the disappeat 
ance made public. By then, of course, the trail—aif 
she left any trai! at oll was cold 

This, however, did not blight the weird flower 
ing of a score of fruitiess clues. Not only did 
horderline psychopaths who had been on Fifth 
Avenue the day of the disappearance otfer suprres 
tions, but sane and well-meaning people also placed 
undue significance on hearsay and speculation 

From New York, the clues burgeoned across the 
country. - Police found that there was no place too 
small or far away to lack a bit of troublesome 
and useless information, mistaken for evidence. 

In spite of the wild stories that circulated there 
after, there was never any real evidence that Doro 
thy Arnold was kidnaped or murdered. 

No authentic kidnap notes were ever received. 
although for years the family received letters vol 
unteering information about Dorothy Arnold—pro 
viding a substantial payment was made In advance. 
None of these letters brought results. 

She was never involved in an affair that could 
conceivably lead to murder—-so far as anyone in 
terested in the case has ever been able to find out 

While a white slave syndicate was operating in 
those days, it is hardly conceivable that’ they 
would snatch a socially prominent girl. 

She was just plain gone. 

Yet that fact, accepted by authorities, did not

Tractor freighting is one 
of Canada’s most hazardous 
occupations.

Trips take anywhere 
from a few days to a month 
to complete, depending on 
distance and type of coun- 
try. It’s always cold in the 
north woods, and only the 


freezing, fast-flowing rivers, 
is another emergency which 
tough tractor trainmen take 
in their stride. Trailer cables 
help to cross steep, slippery 
grades. Progress is slow 
and hazardous. 

Airplanes, too, carry much 
of the needed supplies into 
remote mining areas, but 
buccaneering tractor crew- 
men—-who work six hours 
on and six off, and live in 
tiny quarters on their own 
Sleds—.scoff at these “fly- 
boys.” Air costs are high, 
they point out, and planes 
find it difficult to carry 
vital heavy machinery. 

Tractor men still chuckle 
at one of their favorite true 
stories.-the one about the 
tractor train which noticed 
a dark object drop one day 
from an overhead plane and 
plummet into the snow a 
few feet from the lead trac- 
tor. It turned out to be the 
plane’s engine, and a few 
minutes later, the power- 
less plane dropped to earth 
after it 

The pilot escaped unhurt, 
and finished his trip as a 
passenger on the “slow 
freight.”

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As Krubaech Pulled Open the Lid of the 
Box Left by the Mailman, a Fearful Explo- 
sion Rocked the Three Lakes Tavern. The 
Blast Fatally Injured Krubaech and His 
Daughter and Killed the Man She 
Was Going to Marry.

@ ERE comes the mailman, Darling!” 
* eried Jeanette Krubaech. “An- 
other present for us, probably!” 
The girl dashed ‘out onto the 
veranda, followed by Bill Franke, 
the @hildhood sweetheart she was 
to marry the next day, May 29, 
1926. “You bringing another pres- 
ent for us, Charlie?” she shouted. 

“Might be,” Mailman Johnson replied as he 
approached Gus Krubaech’s Three Lakes Tavern, 
a resort hotel at Blue Lake, Mich. “Feels heavy.” 

Bill Franke, 22, whose mother lived about a 
mile from the hotel, had arrived the previous day 
from Chicago, where he had a job as a toolmaker, 
and had been helping his 18-year-old fiancee with 
the final arrangements for the wedding. Now 
the ecstatic pair intended to drive to Muskegon 
for the marriage license. 

At the moment the mailman arrived, Mrs. 
Krubaech was busy in the kitchen preparing food 
for the more than 100 expected guests; her hus. 
band was in the dining room with two empleyes. 

“Must be something for your father,” Johnson 
said as he handed Jeanette a fairly large oblong 
package about the size of three cigar boxes. 
“Leastways it’s addressed to Gus.” 

Jeanette laughed. “I'll bet somebody’s trying 
to play a joke on us! It must be a present!” 

“Has it got a return address?” Franke asked. 

She looked. “Yes.” ‘They both saw the return 
address: “C. Green, 1000 Reynolds st., Muskegon 
Heights.” Green was a brother-in-law of.Jeanette’s. 
“Come on. We'll have papa open it.” 

Accompanied by Myrtle Witter, who was to be 
a bridesmaid, they went back into the house, btit 
when Jeanette saw that her father was engaged, 
she placed the package on a table in the kitchen. 
She finished ironing her wedding dress, then 
Franke said it was time they left for Muskegon. 

“Okay, but first let’s see what’s in this pack 
age,” said Jeanette. 

Franke picked it up and they went into the 
dining room. 

“Here’s something from the Greens, Papa,” 
Jeanette told Krubaech. “Its addressed to you 
but it can’t be anything but a wedding present!” 

“Always thinking of presents!” the father 
chuckled. “Bring it over here and we'll see.” 

Franke placed the package on the shelf of a 
half-door between the barroom and the dining 
room, and helped rip off the heavy wrapping pa- 
per. .The box inside the wrapping, they noticed, 
had a hinged cover. Jeanette leaned over, ready 
to cluck with delight, and Bill steadied the box 
while Krubaech pulled open the lid. 


At THAT instant a fearful explosion rocked the 
Three Lakes ‘Tavern. 
Myrtle Witter, back in the kitchen, was knocked 


off her feet. Her head hit a chair and she lay 
stunned. Mrs. Krubaech, who had been in the 
rear yard, scurried into the house, crying, “What 
is it? What happened?” 

No one answered her. 

She made her way into the dining room 
through swirls of acrid smoke. What she beheld 
there all but unhinged her mind. 

Franke lay dead. Krubaech and Jeanette still 
breathed, but both were severely injured. The 
two employes lay unconscious. 

Gus Krubaech died soon after the ambulance 
reached Muskegon Hospital. Jeanette.died a few 
hours later. There would be no wedding in this 
‘world for her and stalwart Bill Franke. 

Obviously, the package delivered by Mailman 
Johnson had contained an infernal machine which 
had exploded as it was opened. Officers under 
Sheriff Lyman T. Covell found fragments, mostly 
scraps of iron and nails, imbedded in the walls. 
Also part of the address label, a sticker such as 
one might buy in most any stathonery store. 

The bomb had been addressed to Krubaech, but 
Sheriff Covell asked himself whether one or both 
of the other victims might have been the target 
of the killer’s hate. Had he, perhaps, foreseen 
just what had happened: The assumption that the 

ackage must contain a wedding present, the 
appy pair standing by as Gus opened the box? 

This did not seem to add up. Jeanette Kru- 
baech had no enemies, and there had never. been 
any other boy in her fife other than Bill Franke. 
As for him, how could the killer know that he 
would be on hand when the mailman arrived? 

“Tt could have been meant only for Gus,” the 
sheriff decided. 

Krubaech, formerly of Chicago, had bought 
this hotel 14 years before, had worked hard and 
made a place for himself in the community. In 
time the tavern had come to be a popular meeting 
place, particularly for politically minded citizens 
of this somewhat isolated township. Krubaech, a 
genial host and a good landlord, made friends. 

Early in 1922, some of them had suggested 
that he represent Blue Lake on the county board 
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of supervisors. Krubaech held back; said if he 
entered politics he would make enemies, and a 
hotelkeeper has to be friendly with everyone, In 
the end he agreed, and in April, 1922, he had 
appeared on the county board qs the. representa- 
tive from Blue Lake. In his second year he had 
obtained two improvements for the township: An 
improved highway from Muskegon and a park. 


A® HE had predicted, Krubaech had made ene- 
mies, especially among members of the Ku 
Klux Klan. In the next township election, Mrs. 
Jennie Norlin had run against him in a bitter cam- 
paign in which he was accused of being a menace 
to the community. The hotel man had won by a 
single vote, then lost out on a recount. In the 
next election, early in May, 1926, Krubaech had 
won in a landslide. 

In a matter of days, he was dead. 

Back in Muskegon, Sheriff Covell had X-ray 
pictures taken of the three bodies. These revealed 
that there was a shotgun trigger in Krubaech’s 
body, and a shotgun cartridge in Franke's body. 

Covell studied the handwriting on the frag- 
ment of sticker, compared it with specimens avail- 
able to him, made certain discreet inquiries. When 
he had done so, the portrait of the suspect began 
to take shape in his mind. 

Who, he asked himself, could possibly have 
wished Gus Krubaech dead? He thought of one 
person. Who, having such a wish, could have 
fashioned, unassisted, so ingenious a device as an 
infernal machine? Again the name of one man

leaped into his’ consciousness. That man was 
Asa K,. Bartlett. 

Bartlett, a constable, had spent most of his 
life in Blue.Lake. He was a blacksmith and 
expert mechanic. One of his side-lines was the 
blasting of stumps. He hated Krubaech. He was 
a Klan leader. He had persuaded Mrs. Norlin to 
run against Krubaech. He had managed her cam- 
paign. He had run the town after the recount. 

Two years before, the burly biacksmith had 
put in a $250 claim against the township, asserting 
that his car had run off a road due to a washout, 
and that the gas tank had exploded. County 
Supervisor Krubaech had ruled that the township 
could not be held liable, and thereafter Asa Bart- 
lett had practically foamed at the mouth at the 
very mention of this “foreigner.” 

Bartlett had been=Seen in near-by Montague 
the day the bomb was mailed. He had purchased 
there a quantity of stickers exactly the size of 
the sticker on which the address had been writ- 
ten. He had been seen in the post office there. 

His handwriting resembled the writing on the 
sticker. 

The morning after the triple killing, Sheriff 
Covell and Muskegon County Prosecutor G. Glen 
Dunn, former University of Michigan football 
star, dropped in on Bartlett, busy in the shop 
beside his home. They greeted one another.

“Gus who?”
